This bibliography has been compiled in answer to numerous requests received by CILT for guidance on 
recent work in language testing. It is not completely comprehensive but it includes most publications on 
the theory and practice of foreign language testing which have appeared since 1950. It does not include 
those referring to testing in the mother tongue. References to publications appearing before 1950 will be 
found in other bibliographies quoted. 

Parts 1 and 2 include some other bibliographies on testing and a short selection of available published 
tests which embody recent techniques. Part 3 - the main section - covers published books and periodical 
articles.
